News Items. 

The largest church in California is now 
in process of erection in San Francisco by 
the Episcopalians of Grace Church Parish. 
It will be sixty-nine by one hundred and 
thirty-seven feet, and will cost $76,000. 
The entire number of brick consumed in 
the church will be 1,500.000. 

A mail passenger by the California Com- 
pany's stage up the other evening, says the 
San Juan Press, insulted a female passen- 
ger.

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Now Westminster Grand Jury Report. 

Elsewhere appears ihe report of the New 
Westminster Grand Jury. They certainly 
have a spirited peoplo up there— men who 
are not inclined to blink any question tend- 
ing to promote their interests. The question 
of schools is very properly brought forward, 
and it is hoped encouragement will be afford- 
ed by the government. The £300 given to 
a oostmaster had better be given to a school- 
master. The small mail of New Westmin- 
ster may be attended to without uny salary. 
For a percentage— a mere nominal sum- 
several men can be found there who would 
fulfil the duties satisfactorily. And, with all 
duo respect to the Grand Jury, thus entirely 
avoid expending a large sum of money lor a 
Post Oifice till the country can better afford 
it. The expensive oliico of a stipendiary 
postmaster is a folly. Do as other commu- 
nities, with fifty times tho wealth and popu- 
lation,— give a percentage. A wide margin 
would thus be allowed for the dissemination 
of intelligence in a way differing materially 
from a sinecureship in a dead-letter cilice. 
Besides, now is tho time to lay the founda- 
tion for a common school system, that will 
bless the rising generation, and be an induce- 
ment for men lu bring their families into tho 
country. Churchmen of all shades in con- 
tiavention of the soriplure, that their king- 
dom is not of this world, have been laying 
claim to town lots, public squares, and 
farms, fur ecclesiastical uses. Such a doc- 
trine should be repudiated, and let the be- 
nign influences of religion work its way by 
thorough voluntaryism. Butgra ts of land 
for the support of schools should be set 
apart all through the colony; set apart with 
no parsimonious hand ; and in such a way 
that they cannot be alienated for other pur- 
poses. 

It would uppear that New Westminster 
has a juvenile penitentiary in the shape ot a 
jail. Tho Grand Jury are anxious to fill it 
with British Columbia convicts now in uur 
chain-gang. How New Westminster can 
put in hur claim to their exclusive use and 
benefit, we cannot see. But so far as prin- 
ciple is concerned, they are more entitled to 
exerciso reformatory control over them than 
Victoria. Wesuggost, however,thatby uniting 
the colonies, New Westminster may have a 
penitentiary eroded, in which they may 
school our incorrigibles with their own. By 
union, two sots of superintendents and two 
sets of assistants, and two penitentaries 
would not be required. The saving would 
be quite an item. 

The absence of Mr. Cary from British 
Columbia is deservedly censured. Hut 
why not ensure Mr. Voiing ! If the Colo- 
nies are separate Colonies, let ihe officers of 
each reside within their respective jurisdic- 
tions. If the Colonies are to be united, let it 
be done, and done speedily. We may then 
shape our policy lor the future, and not have 
our ears bored with a perpetual howl about 
absentee officials. But that is all Governor 
Douglas' fault. 

The water frontage is a quostion in which 
numbers in both Colonies are interested. 
When tho water lots were sold, it was ex- 
pected that the Government would at onoo 
improve the streets, and particularly tin- line 
of water front, so that an open embarcadeio 
would stretch along the whole front of the 
town. We hope the City Council will see 
that is done. II, as it is intimated, private 
parties want to monopolize it, or erect 
buildings beyond the line of the lots, notion 
should be taken to prevent it, at least Ihe 
lalter. A good way ought to bo constructed, 
no that vehicles could pass. But if Btiy 
peppercorn arrangement allows it to go into 
piivate hands to erect stores upon, the stores 
would deserve indicting as a nuisance. 
The water front of Victoria is ruined by 
erecting buildings along the harbor's edge, 
and New Westminster will sudor in the 
aauio way, if it is not careful.

CouoHEirs Inquest.— Dr. Dickson, the 
coroner, yusterday held an inquest upon the 
body of John Augustus Bull, Esq., late mas- 
ter of H. M. S. Plumper, who died the day 
before. The evidence taken showed that 
ho had dined with Dr. Wallace, of the R.N. 
Hospital, the evening before, and left that 
gentleman at six o'clock for home. During 
the night he was taken sick, and vomited 
frequently. Mrs. Bull administered to him 
a dose ol salts, which, however, his stomach 
immediately rejected. In the morning, 
about half-past seven o'clock, whilst Mrs. 
Ii. was engaged with her household duties, 
she heard him groaning heavily, arid upon 
proceeding to his room, found him in a fit of 
convulsions. Dr. Wallace was at once sent 
for, but upon that gentleman reaching the 
house, respiration had ceased, although the 
iieart was still pulsating. Mr. Bull was 
noted for his uniform good health. A post 
morlcm examination was made by Dm. 
Wood, Wallace and Turnbull, which showed 
the larger extremity of tho stomach to be 
intensely red. All the ottier organs were 
in a normal state. An examination of the 
head was not made, ihe medical gentlemen 
deeming it unnecessary. A verdict was 
rendered that deceased had died from natu- 
ral causes. Mi. Bull was noted for his cor- 
rect and steady habits, and was mdch es- 
teemed by his brother officers for his many 
virtues. His young wife is bowed down 
with affliction by his sudden and untimely 
death. 

A WELCOME Visit. — Tnere is in the 
chain-gang of Victoria a Shuswap Indian, 
known lo the convicts by tho name of 
•• Hardbread." He was convicted at Fort 
Vale, more than a year ago, on a charge of 
having attempted, while under the influence 
uf liquor, to murder a man at La Fontaine, 
by shooting him in the head, and sentenced 
io hard labor for life. He is said to be 
a very steady, hard-working Indian, ami 
one in whom much confidence is plaoed by 
tho guards. The other day, a brother of his 
at rived here in the Utter. Ho had (ravelled 
250 miles on purpose to see his relative, and 
tell him tho news. The moment they met, 
they rushed into each other's arms, uttering 
peculiar cries, and hugged and kissed each 
other with a vehemence that would have 
done credit lo the most affectionate white 
people. '" Hardbread " was kindly allowed 
a short lime in which to converse with his 
brother. During the day he retained his 
usual stoicism; but lute in the night the 
jailor heard a sound of suppressed sobbing, 
and going to " Hardbread's " cell, dis- 
covered him weeping bitterly. 

Eon k ion JuitoRs.— Chief Justice Came- 
ron yesterday decided that every male for- 
eigner in Ihe colony, who has been a resi- 
dent for twelve months, is liable to servo as 
a juror in civil cases ; but in criminal cases, 
a foreigner ie not obliged to serve. We 
wonder whether the same lule will not ap- 
ply to coroner's juries J 

UNTRUE.— The report that the body of 
('apt. liio.lriek had been found in the woods 
nonr MoOauley's Point, circulated yester- 
day, proved to be false. The finding of the 
body of the Indian woman on the beach 
(noticed elsewhere) probably originated the 
report.

Tho Caledonia brought down 100 barrels 
of Eraser River salmon.

SCHOOL. 

That this Grand Jury considers that it is 
the duty of all good governments to provide 
education for the young, and as we have 
many children in this city wanting educa- 
tion we consider that the Government ought 
lo make a grant of money lor a public 
school, and that a teacher tu the same be 
appointed for the benefit of such children. 

CH1IN-01NG. 

We have also lo report Ihat we have visi- 
ted the prison, and thai it is now ready lo 
receive the prisoners belonging to tins 
Colony, who ate kept at an expense in tho 
neigh holing Colony ol Vancouver's Island, 
and silliest thai thev be sent up without 
delay, as then labor will bo uselul in the 
formation of our roads and streets.
